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The Background 
Of Souverain 


As a Foal, He Looked Fifth-Rate 


BARVENT, FRANCE, November 10 

HE story begins with the sire of Souverain, 

the bay Maravédis. As it happened, I was 
directly responsible for this horse going to Mr. 
Aumont’s stud, the JTaras de Victot, in Normandy, 
in 1935. In August of the previous year, at Deau- 
ville, the late Henri Ternynck, who bred the son 
of Massine and in whose colours he raced, asked 
me if I would take him as a stallion at my stud. 
Unfortunately for me, as it turned out subse- 
quently, I had no room for a stallion at the time, 
but in conversation with Mr. Aumont in the au- 
tumn he told me he had room for another stal- 
lion, and I suggested to him that he should ap- 
proach Mr. Ternynck on the subject of Mara- 
védis, which he did. The result was that he took 
him on lease with the option of purchase for 
150,000 franes—an option which, if I remember 
rightly, he exercised in 1936. 

Maravédis comes from what may be considered 
an unfashionable maternal line, No. 17, tracing 
in the General Stud Book to the Byerly Turk 
mare. He is by one of the greatest race horses 
seen on the French Turf between the two wars, 
Massine, also a bay, bred in 1920 by Consols out

He won the Ascot Gold Cup of 1924, beating 
another great French stayer, the grey Filibert de 
Savoie, by a head. After being some years at 
Octave Homberg’s stud, where he belonged to a 
syndicate, he became savage, and the stallion man 
used to dart furtively into his box to catch him 
by a heavy chain which hung from his head col- 
lar. 

Nevertheless, he continued to cover his mares 
and get them in foal. About the best horse he got 
was Mieuxcé, which was sold to Sir Victor Sas- 
soon and stands in England. The dam of Mara- 
védis, Argentée, is by another great stayer, As 
d’Atout, out of Azalée, by Ajax from Lygie, by 
Isinglass and Livie II, by Sylvio out of Louve- 
ciennes. 

At two years of age, Maravédis did not win a 
race, but he ran second on four occasions in good- 
class company. In his second season, he started 
off by being narrowly beaten by another Massine 
colt, Le Gosse, at Longchamp. He then won three 
races and finished third in the Prix Royal Oak 
(the French St. Leger). This terminated his 


career on the Turf, not one which would denote 
his being likely to turn out a high-class stallion. 


The $13,950 Megogo earned in the Grayson Stakes at Pimlico on October 31 increased his win- 
nings to $122,220. He is the fourth winner of $100,000 or more to be bred by Hal Price Headley, and 
is the second of Menow’s get to enter the upper brackets. The Christiana Stable gelding beat *Treas- 
“ry, a 5-year-old gray son of *Mahmoud making his first start in the United States, and the Calumet

Haltal also was third in the Widener, Riggs, 
Washington Park, and Narragansett Governor’s Handicaps. 

Haltal is a son of The Porter, leading sire in 1937 and on the list of Twenty Leading Sires 10 other 
times. His get have won over $2,500,000. Haltal is out of the Whisk Broom II mare False Modesty— 
which comes from one of the great Whitney female families—a daughter of the Coaching Club American 
Oaks winner Prudish. Prudery, one of the top race mares in American turf history, is sister to Prud- 
ish, and is also dam of the stakes winners and sires Victorian ($253,425), Whiskery (Kentucky Derby), 
and Halcyon.

The Dam of Souverain 


HE dam of Souverain, Jolie Reine, bred in 

1935, is by the Cambridgeshire French-bred 
winner Palais Royal, out of imported Dolores, by 
the English-bred National Stud sire Diligence, 
from Orris, by the Derby winner Orby, from 
Aroon, by Uncle Mac. She comes from another 
family line which would not be considered fash- 
jonable, No. 23, base mare Piping Peg. Her 
grandam, Dolores, was purchased at the New- 
market December sales for 120 guineas. Before 
dropping Souverain she only had one foal, Pré 
d’Automne, a winner but a moderate sort of ani- 
mal. 

During the last war a number of people decided 
to become breeders of bloodstock for the first 
time. One of these was G. M. Hombert who was 
connected with the automobile business, being in- 
terested in the firm of Matford, whose affairs 
flourished during the occupation of France by 
theenemy. Mr. Hombert purchased a small farm 
in Normandy on which I understand there is or 
was only one grass paddock of a few acres. He 
informed one of the members of the firm of auc- 
tioneers, Chéris in Paris, that he would like to 
buy a broodmare and Mr. Abron of that firm pur- 
chased for him Jolie Reine for 40,000 francs. It 
has been said that Mr. Hombert bred Souverain 
by scientific methods, etc., ete., ete., the usual cock 
and bull story when a crack comes out of the bag, 
whereas in fact he sent the mare to one of the 
stallions nearest to his place, and to one of the 
cheapest, for I believe that Maravédis then stood 
at 6,000 franes, certainly for not more than 10,- 
000. 

My present stud groom, Georges Faye, was at 
that time in a similar capacity at Victot, where 
he had under his charge, besides Maravédis, the 
stallion Deiri. He actually foaled Souverain, as 
the mare was left in his care. When the foal was 
born, he recalls, it was an ugly duckling with 
long ears like a donkey, and he says that he looked 
upon it as a very fifth-rate individual, hardly 
worth bringing up, especially as the dam had an 
affliction of the udder and gave no milk. As a re- 
sult of this he brought Souverain up on cow’s 
milk for five months. 


Souverain on the Turf 


HEN the landing of the relief army took 

place in June, 1944, Mr. Hombert, for rea- 
sons best known to himself, decided to sell Souve- 
rain. Thus F. R. Schmitt became the lucky owner 
of the bay colt for a sum of 500,000 frances. I am 
not quite clear whether he purchased him in part- 
nership with Mr. Chataigneau, or whether the 
latter subsequently purchased a half-share. In 
any case the colt is jointly owned, as the two 
partners were fined 25,000 franes each by the

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French stewards for having omitted to register 
the partnership. 

Trained by Delavaud, Souverain only ran once 
at two years of age, when he won a modest event 
worth 75,000 francs. This was at a mile at Le 
Tremblay early in November, 1945. Even his 
early career at three years of age did not leave 
one to suppose that the colt was of the class he 
later proved to be. In the Spring of 1946 he 
scored over 144 miles at Longchamp, but failed 
over 1% miles, which made most people think he 
did not stay. However, his owner tells me that 
he considered him very unfortunate in that race. 
The public did not highly estimate his chances in 
the Grand Prix de Paris and he started at for- 
lorn odds. 

In an epic struggle with Prince Chevalier, who 
had won all his races during the season including 
the French Derby, he battled it out to such a 
good tune that they passed the post locked to- 
gether and no one was certain which had won, 
not even the judge, as he declined to give his ver- 
dict until the photograph of the finish had been 
developed, when Souverain got the spoils by the 
shortest of heads. 

He again defeated Prince Chevalier in the Prix 
Royal Oak on the same course and distance, 15 
furlongs, at Longchamp, more easily than the 
official verdict of half a length denotes. In fact, 
many thought there was daylight between them. 
During the summer before the Prix Royal Oak, 
Mr. Schmitt came to my stud in Normandy to see 
my stud groom who, as already related, had 
brought Souverain into the world. I had some 
conversation with him, and suggested that he 
should engage the colt in the King George VI 
Stakes at Ascot to be run off in October; he re- 
plied his intention was to go for the Royal Oak. 

I pointed out to him that there was no reason 
why the colt should not go for both. I do not 
think he had ever heard of Ascot, or even been 
on an English race course; however, he told me 
at Deauville that he had adopted my suggestion 
but was still very uncertain about sending the 
colt over. However, I think I had something to 
do with persuading him to take the chance. In 
fact he says now that it was due to me that the

The Fall Sales 
Lexington 


N its pavilion at the Keeneland Race Course, 

Lexington, last week the Breeders’ Sales Com- 
pany sold 734 Thoroughbred horses, the largest 
number ever disposed of in a single series of auc- 
tions in America. For these it collected $2,407,- 
150, necessarily a record, and almost four times 
as much as the amount which changed hands for 
302 horses in the fall sales two years ago. The 
average price was $3,279, just $10 higher than 
the average of last fall.

The sales lasted through five days and 11 ses- 
sions, laid so close together that they taxed the 
durability of buyers. Auctioneers Doc Bond and 
George Swinebroad, each selling half the horses 
at each session, sold an average of 67 head per 
session, always at high speed. On the final day 
they found the crowd dwindling, and the prices 
lower, but to a man at the ringside the market 
still appeared strong. 


Appraising the Lexington fall market is never 
easy, in view of the changing nature of its con- 
signments. Last year the Marshall Field brood- 
mares and a group of ten yearlings from Idle 
Hour Stock Farm were included. Against these 
were matched this year a special consignment of 
French-bred stock from the estate of Joseph E. 
Widener and a few yearlings left over from the 
summer sales because of illness at that time. But 
the principal difference was in the fact that high 
prices had brought into the 1946 sales a much 
larger group of stock with poor credentials; there 
was a 33 per cent increase in the number sold. 


At any rate, no horseman went away from the 
sales with the idea that the market had weakened. 
Adding up their impressions, they concluded, in 
most cases, that this was the strongest market 
they had seen. 


There was a possibility, however, that scrutiny 
of the totals might reveal something more than 
horsemen had been able to see at the ringside. 
The average price of broodmares was down by 9 
per cent; the average for yearlings was down by 
7 per cent. But, with the proportion of yearling 
colts and fillies the same as in 1945 (41 per cent 
colts, 59 per cent fillies), the average of colts went

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NOTES OF THE SALES 


The Market Was 
Strong, 


Numbers Taxed Its Strength 


HEN the Keeneland Fall sales were over 

nobody doubted the strength of the market, 
least of all those who had come to buy and found 
themselves able only to listen. But the market 
was beginning to be glutted with cheap stock, 
and the average price could not well reflect the 
strength of the demand for good stock. Even so, 
the demand for cheap horses was very strong; 
the averages stalled only because there were so 
many of them. 


The nature of Wednesday afternoon’s consign- 
ments virtually assured that the session would 
lead all others in total money and average money. 
Greentree Stud, Inc., was selling a draft of 
broodmares, and the estate of Joseph E. Widener 
was selling a group of broodmares and horses in 
training which had been shipped from France as 
part of the procedure in settling the affairs of the 
late Turfman. 

When the auctioneer’s gavel fell for the last 
time a total of $501,500 had been paid for 70 
head, average $7,164. This not only was the larg- 
est amount ever spent at a single session of the 
Lexington Fall Sales, but was more than had 
been spent in any year at any of the fall sales 
during the decade and a half from 1929, when 
they were established, through 1943. And the 
1944 total for all five sessions was only $625,550. 
As an instance of the changed racing picture, it 
can be cited that as recently as 1942 a total of 
635 head was sold at the fall sales for $191,715, 
average $302. 


Dozens of persons from all over the country 
had come to the sales with their eyes set espec- 
ially on the French stock consigned by the estate 
of Joseph E. Widener, and in addition there were 
numerous bids authorized by persons not present, 
several from abroad. Most of those authorized 
to bid for absentees saved themselves the trouble 
of bidding, as the prices soon went beyond their 
limits. 

There were only four bids on *Basileus, $5,000, 
$10,000, $30,000, and $40,000. Isidore Beiber got 
hi. Horsemen generally liked the big chestnut. 
Guesses on his price had ranged up to $75,000. 

Top price of the Widener estate consignment 
was the $46,000 paid for the 2-year-old filly *Fly- 
ing Fortress, a well-made racer which had shown 
good class in France. She went to Trainer Jim 
Ryan, who waited till the dust cleared to start 
bidding. Ryan did not immediately disclose the 
name of the owner for whom he was buying. “At 
9 o’clock on the morning of the sale,” he said, “I 
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Miss Mildred Woolwine, of Nashville, sold two 
yearlings for a total of $54,000 at the Lexington 
Fall Sales, and acquired some breeding stock for 


future operations. One of her purchases was 
“Chantress, 7-year-old Hyperion mare from the 
Greentree Stud consignment, for which she paid 
$18,000. *Chantress is in foal to Shut Out.

had no order for her. Then I got to thinking, 
‘Where can I get $50,000 right quick?’ After a 
while I said (snap) I got it. So I went to the 
telephone, and I was right.’”’ It didn’t sound like 
Mrs. Esther du Pont Weir, for whom Ryan trains, 
as she did not leave Lexington until just before 
the filly was sold. After getting the filly for 
$46,000 he was offered a $4,000 profit. 

Among the Widener estate mares *Gossip II 
brought the highest price, $26,000, despite the 
fact that she had produced only one foal, the 2- 
year-old filly Goldkuste (by Pharis), of whose 
identity The Jockey Club professes uncertainty. 
The filly is among the horses brought from Ger- 
many by the Army. 

Greentree Stable was the buyer of *Gossip I], 
A. S. Hewitt the runner-up at $25,000. Cold- 
stream Stud went to $45,000 on *Flying Fortress. 


Among those most impressed with the strength 
of the market was Mrs. J. M. Hubbard, of Louis- 
ville, who qualifies as a witness since, according 
to her own estimate, she has sold about six thou- 
sand horses in her lifetime. Last April she ad- 
vertised in THE BLoop-HorsE that she had four 
mares for sale at $10,000 for the four, and two 
yearlings. She sold the two yearling fillies as 
one lot, for $3,500; they were by Easy Mon— 
Kitchen Miss and Hash—Blue Print. At the 
sales Monday night the Hash filly brought $2,000, 
the Easy Mon filly $8,250. The mare Blue Print 


( 
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had been sold privately by Mrs. Hubbard for 
$2,000; after the transfer she produced a filly by 
Sir Marlboro, and at the sales the weanling 
prought $3,100. Another of the mares, Vivola, 
sold privately in the spring for $2,500, brought 
$300 after she was found barren. 


Friends of Thomas C. Eastman, of the Dillon- 
Eastman investment corporation in New York 
City, say that for twenty years he has been 
threatening to purchase some Thoroughbreds and 
come into racing. They were surprised to find 
that last week he had gone and done it. For Mr. 
Eastman a bit of racing would only round out an 
already well filled record of sports activity. He 
has been, among other things, an aviation en- 
thusiast, a big game hunter, a_ steeplechasing 
owner, participant in hunt meetings, and ama- 
teur rider. 

The two yearlings purchased for Mr. Eastman’s 
account were bought by Dr. John Lee, who also 
bought two for himself—the *Pharamond II— 
Selenga and Transmute—Scotch Made colts from 
the consignment of Thomas Piatt. Dr. Lee, re- 
cently discharged from the Army Veterinary 
Corps, has decided upon a training career in 
preference to establishing a private practice as 
a veterinarian. He will break the four yearlings 
at Keeneland, move them to Pimlico about the 
first of the year. He also has four older horses 
of his own in training, in addition to six head 
belonging to Point-a-View Farm, whose main 
stable is in the hands of John McDowell. 

Dr. Lee, one of the country’s most highly 
trained young veterinarians, is a son of Dr. Wil- 
liam J. Lee, of the Cornell faculty, and brother 
of Dr. William J. Lee, Jr., now practicing at the 
tracks in Florida. 


McCarty, Oakley 


First-time California buyers in attendance at 
the sales were Walter G. McCarty, one of Los 
Angeles’ leading financiers, and M. J. Oakley. 
Mr. and Mrs. McCarty made their first visit to 
central Kentucky horse farms. With Thomas B. 
Cromwell bidding for them, they bought the stal- 
lion Impound, the mare Poire (first lot sold), and 
three head from the Widener estate consignment, 
the mare *Tenacity and the yearlings *Tipperary 
II, and *Tara III. 

Their Rolling Hills Farm at Chatsworth is 
headquarters for one of the largest Thoroughbred 
breeding operations in California. Mr. McCarty’s 
good home-bred stakes winner Shim Malone may 
be a candidate for the Kentucky Derby next May. 
(Shim Malone is named, he explained, for a son 
of Dudley Field Malone who got his nickname 
in the course of a pre-natal disagreement between 
his parents as to whether they wanted a she or 
a him.) 

Mr. Oakley, a Los Angeles manufacturer of 
batteries, long interested in saddle horses and 
palominos, bought his first Thoroughbreds about 
five months ago, came to Lexington bursting with 
enthusiasm for his new venture. About two 
Weeks earlier he had purchased the 80-acre G. and 
M. Stock Ranch at Murietta, about 79 miles from 
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One of the long-time patrons of Lexington horse

Los Angeles, from the Lawless estate. 
includes a half-mile training track. 

While at Lexington he not only bought more 
horses than anyone else—21 head for $55,700— 
but talked with D. J. Davis (*Phar Lap), owner 
of Oak Dell Farm near San Francisco, and pur- 
chased from him the stallion Hollyrood and the 
11 broodmares owned by Mr. Davis. 

Mr. and Mrs. Oakley expect to breed largely 
for the market and also to race.

Stremmel, Guiberson, Ortello 


One of the Californians active at the sales was 
Bill Stremmel, owner of Glen Cove Stud, at Val- 
lejo. He said that Ortello, the *Teddy stallion 
which arrived at New Orleans last week from 
Italy, via Cuba, was booked full through 1949. 
More than 60 applications were received from 
breeders wanting to send mares to the horse, he 
said, including many from outside California. 
Since Californians had been first in line with their 
applications, only one out-of-state breeder was 
able to get on the list. This was John D. Hertz, 
of Kentucky, who arranged with Norris Royden 
to take over a season which had been reserved 
by the latter. Ortello’s fee will advance from 
$1,500 to $2,500 after 1947. 

Stremmel bought ten mares at the Lexington 
sales, nine of them for California breeders who 
have booked them to stallions at Glen Cove Stud.

Wednesday Afternoon, November 20 


The presence of consignments from the estate 
of Joseph E. Widener, consisting of broodmares 
and horses in training, plus a draft of broodmares 
from Greentree Stud, virtually assured a record 
sale for Wednesday afternoon. And so it turned 
out: the 70 head averaged $7,161 for a total of 
$501,300. The 46 broodmares averaged $5,578, 
six weanlings averaged $4,967, a group of 16 
other horses from 2-year-olds up, but not includ- 
ing stallions, averaged $11,713, and two stallions 
averaged $13,750. In each category the averages 
represented records for the week to that time. 

The 12 head consigned by the Widener estate 
brought a total of $244,000 average $20,333. Top 
price was $46,000, paid by J. E. Ryan for the 2- 
year-old filly *Flying Fortress. Isidore Bieber 
paid $40,000 for the 4-year-old *Basileus, and he 
also paid $30,000 for the 3-year-old colt *Flam- 
beur. Greentree Stable bought the 11-year-old 
broodmare *Gossip II, in foal to Tornado, for $26,- 
000, highest price paid in that category. 

The eight Greentree broodmares brought $81,- 
300, average $10,162. Miss Mildred Woolwine, 
of Nashville, Tenn., paid $18,000 for *Chantress, 
a 7-year-old Hyperion mare in foal to Shut Out, 
and Dr. Eslie Asbury paid $17,500 for Never 
Change, a 14-year-old *Royal Minstrel mare in 
foal to *Blenheim II.

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NEW ENGLAND CHAMPIONSHIP 


URING the New England racing season two 

of the more prominent rivals in the stakes 
division were C. F. Herrmann’s Float Me and 
Mrs. C. P. Amodie’s Dinner Party. In the Spring- 
steel Handicap and in the second division of Nar- 
ragansett Park’s Governor’s Handicap, the 
Menow gelding had defeated Dinner Party, but 
in the 14%-mile Armistice Day Handicap, the lat- 
ter had given Float Me nine pounds and a beat- 
ing. 

In the Foxmaster Handicap at Rockingham 
Park on November 16, Float Me re-established 
himself by setting Dinner Party back to third, 
running 1546 miles in 1:57 for a new track record. 

But the issue was far from settled, and a 
match race was agreed upon for November 23 at 
Rockingham, at 1% miles, 120 pounds, and $10,- 
000 to the winner. On the morning of the race 
the ground was solidly frozen, but it began to 
thaw about mid-day, and the New England Cham- 
pionship, as the match was billed, was held. 


In his usual fashion Float Me immediately went 
to the top, established a five-length lead. On the 
back side it was observed that Jockey Joe Mar- 
tin was standing up in his stirrups, apparently 
trying to restrain Float Me from burning him- 
self out. But when the horses turned into the 
stretch, with Float Me still on top by five, it de- 
veloped that he was trying to prevent his mount 
from bolting, but without success. Despite his 
rider’s efforts, Float Me veered to the outside, 
fell heavily in trying to jump the fence. Martin 
emerged with a broken finger, Float Me appar- 
ently was undamaged by his fall, and Dinner 
party cantered steadily to the wire, earned $10,- 
000 for his owner. 


Opinion among the 15,084 spectators at the 
track was about evenly divided on the horses— 
Dinner Party had gone to the post at 7 to 10, and 
Float Me at 4 to 5. 


Close-Ups of Air Transport

Reflections After 
Long Sale 


Two to Virginia 


EARS and years ago, when Hirsch Jacobs 

was first attracting attention as a highly suc- 
cessful trainer of cheap selling platers, this tour- 
ist was present when the late J. E. Widener was 
speculating idly, before a dinner somewhere, as 
to what Jacobs could do with a stakes horse. This 
question has been pretty well answered by now, 
but still it is an odd quirk that Jacobs should 
wind up with two of the last stakes horses from 
the Widener estate, *Pasileus and *Flambeur, 
bought last week for Isidor Bieber for $40,000 
and $30,000 respectively. 

It is, too, the first time in the writer’s recollec- 
tion that Jacobs has started out with a stakes 
horse. He has started with horses which other 
people thought were platers and has made stakes 
horses out of them, and he has started with 2- 
year-olds which were an unknown quantity. But 
in *Basileus and *Flambeur he has animals that 
are of known stakes quality to begin with. It 
will be unusually interesting to see how he han- 
dles them. 

The first thing he did, in point of fact, was to 
load them on a van for Middleburg, Va., and 
then to call John T. Skinner and tell him they 
were coming. *Basileus and *Flambeur will be 
turned out over the winter, and put to galloping 
next year as early as weather permits, and Ja- 
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cobs will pick them up next spring something like 
three-quarters fit, after a good rest and a rea- 
sonable period for acclimatization. If all goes 
well they will be presented in New York in the 
early season—maybe at Belmont Park. 

The reflection is not entirely peculiar to this 
bystander that the reason, or at least one reason, 
why high-priced yearlings have such uniformly 
dismal records, is that few trainers and maybe 
no trainers at all can handle a $50,000 yearling 
like a $5,000 yearling. Every time he goes on the 
track they remember that there goes $50,000, and 
take off him a little, like a rich kid in a day 
school. Or else they lean over backward and de- 
mand $50,000 works of him. Either way, the 
yearling doesn’t get entirely normal handling. 

Now, Jacobs made Stymie out of a $1,500 
plater, so it will be interesting to see what he 
does with a $40,000 stakes horse. This is putting 
him on a spot, of course, but the guess here is 
that he doesn’t mind spots, and gets off them with 
considerable facility anyway. For what it is 
worth, which isn’t much, this department extends 
its best wishes to *Basileus and *Flambeur. 


State of the Market 


O one who has seen fairly good barren mares 

go through the old Fasig-Tipton ring without 
a bid, and mares in foal sell all the way from $25 
to $200, the 1946 Fall Sales were stunning. Per- 
sons who know, from early school days, that two 
is more than one said the market took a dip at 
the end. It didn’t; it got stronger. There is 
nothing surprising in these times about good 
stock bringing good prices—we’ve had two or 
three years of that. But in the closing sessions 


of this sale there were sold horses which were 
not worth their price in Confederate currency. 
One gets used to yearlings by no-good sons of 
But yearlings by no-good sons of 


good horses.

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no-good sons of indifferent horses are really 
rather new in the sales ring. They sold, just the 
same, and what anybody is going to do with them 
is more than this bystander can imagine. 

You can see why someone will pay $20,000 for 
a horse which might win himself out in a single 
race, or a mare which might drop one foal worth 
her sales price. The odds may be against the 
buyer, but he still has a chance. Why someone 
will buy a horse which cannot, by any stretch of 
the imagination, win a race—not at Rusk, Texas 
—is something else again. And although the con- 
signors proved to be right, how they figured in 
advance that anyone would buy such horses in- 
volves more optimism than can be commanded 
here. 

If you took the top 500 animals of this year’s 
sale, you would have about the quality of the 
1945 session. The Bradley horses last year were 
about set off by the Widener horses this season, 
and the general quality of the others in the early 
sales approximated that of 1945. But the 233 
others that were sold had pedigrees only in the 
sense that they had parents, and the fact that 
the average stayed up is therefore indicative of 
a much stronger market than last year’s. 


So Now— 


HE fact that any horse able to walk is worth 
$200 and any horse able to walk well is worth 
from $500 up is sure to bring an increasing influx 
of horses. This year’s sales would have been 
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much larger if the entries had not closed when 
they did, and nobody is quite willing to think 
about next year. The game looks too easy, be- 
cause, while it costs a good deal to raise a year- 
ling right, it doesn’t cost much to raise him just 
any way. 

This is going to knock the market right in the 
center of the forehead, and it will bring down the 
prices of good stock, as it always does. This 
isn’t new, for all that the figures are higher. It 
is to be hoped that the sales companies can find 
some way to accomplish the highly difficult task 
of holding the sales at least to their present vol- 
ume, and preferably to a smaller one. And the 
larger breeders, who stand to lose most by a 
swollen market, would do well to destroy or sell 
without pedigree their unwanted stock, instead 
of selling it off at a few hundred dollars a head 
to persons who will ultimately be competitors. 
Some very handsome mules could have been bred 
out of the cheaper mares at this year’s fall sales, 
and it would have been better for the industry if 
they had. 

The thing has other repercussions, too. As race 
tracks get increasingly swamped with poor stock, 
demands for cheap races grow louder, to the ul- 
timate curtailment of opportunities for better 
horses. You can’t have but eight races a day, 
and if you put on one for the culls you take one 
away from their betters. This in turn knocks the 
prices for top horses, and the next thing you know 
there is an agitation for breeders’ awards. This

Slight 
Suggestions 


From Various Informed Quarters 


LONDON, November 15 

T seems that I have not told the full story of 

our many troubles and humiliations. Lord 
Brabazon, a most distinguished sportsman, mo- 
torist, airman, and war-time Minister of Trans- 
port and also of Aircraft Production, says our 
jockeys do not know how to ride. Writing to a 
technical journal called Nature, he states that 
the British practice of holding horses back in the 
early stage of a long-distance race, and especially 
downhill, needlessly robs the horses of energy. 
This, he suggests, is why the French horse, 
Souverain, beat our Derby and St. Leger winner, 
Airborne, at Ascot. Poor Airborne, I gather, 
was pulled back at the beginning of his race and 
had to turn on his speed in its last stages, when 
the going was uphill. 

In support of Lord Brabazon, who is not very 
well known on the Turf, Professor A. V. Hill, an 
authority on athletics, gives his view that horses 
should be allowed to exert total energy at the 
same rate throughout a race. Sydney Wooder- 
son, the runner, agrees; his principle is that the 
energy output should be maintained evenly. I do 
not imagine that anyone would disagree with 
these views of what ought to happen. Obviously 
it is desirable to maintain a regular rhythm of 
oxidization of the tissues, at a maximum for the 
period of the race. 

Unfortunately our horses are not as scientif- 
ically minded as they should be, and I am sim- 
ilarly afraid that our jockeys cannot get them 
out of their bad ways. Some horses seem to take 
longer to get warmed up than others. Some 
don’t seem to like running downhill, and others 
seem to enjoy going hell for leather as long as 
they can, and then give it up. The only two 
points about which I am in disagreement with 
the scientists is that (1) horses don’t always do 
what they ought to do, and (2) that the sweeping 
generalization that our jockeys make a _ practice 
of holding their horses back in the early stages 
of a race is without the slightest foundation. 
Otherwise I, and all of us, are grateful for the 
criticism. 


Boussac and the Aga Khan 


NOTHER little cross we have had to bear is 

the advice tendered to our breeders by our 
good friend Marcel Boussac. Two of the reasons 
for our recent defeats, we learn from him, are 
first, that we do not use American blood, and 
second that our horses are too inbred. Happily 
there is a remedy for this, namely that we have 
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only to send our mares to some of Mr. Boussac’s 
good stallions and await results. Some breeders 
are indeed already working on these lines and I 
only hope that their mares will be good enough 
to produce the desired results. 

Finally, the Aga Khan, who by the way, is now 
to be on a fifty-fifty partnership basis with his 
son, the Aly Khan, as regards bloodstock, tells 
us that we must not pay too much attention to 
stamina alone, but must concentrate on speed. He 
is surely right in this, because if horses don’t run 
fast enough, how can they be expected to win 
races? I cannot say how grateful we all are for 
the flood of good advice we are receiving from all 
quarters. Its very disinterestedness makes it 
doubly valuable. 


You may have read of the death of a very dis- 
tinguished and cultured musician and some-time 
racing man, Lord Howard de Walden. His asso- 
ciation with the Turf had diminished consider- 
ably of late, but he will always be remembered 
as the owner of the good horse Zinfandel, who 
won a number of cups, including the Coronation 
Cup, the Jockey Club Cup and the Ascot Cup in 
1903, 1904 and 1905. When Zinfandel won the 
Ascot Gold Cup (I think it was that, or the Vase, 
in an earlier year) his trainer could not find him 
to see his horse being unsaddled. Finally he ran 
him to earth on one of the stands. “Well, Sir, I 
hope you are pleased,” he said. Lord Howard 
hastily put away his pencil and a rough score he 
was making. “Indeed I am,” he said. “So my 
horse has won, has he?”

Dr. Eggert will remain at the farm, working 
with Dr. White, until about January 1, after 
which he expects to move with his family to Nor- 
folk, Va., where he will live until he has estab- 
lished permanent headquarters. “I want to live 
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in a country where you can ride horses as well as 
raise them,” he said.

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And here is the story of that race, told first- 
hand by former jockey Willie Knapp, who should 
know the whys and wherefores, having been 
astride Upset on that occasion. Knapp switched 
allegiance from saddle to training ranks when 
weight became a problem he could not solve, and 
he is currently at Gulfstream Park presiding 
over 14 horses awaiting the March 5-April 19 
winter and spring season. Recently arrived at 
the Hallandale course, Knapp dropped in to 
pass the time of day with President James Donn 
and Director of Racing James L. Clifford, and 
talk quite naturally drifted around to the Upset- 
Man o’ War duel. 

It was a race which marked Knapp’s keenest 
thrill in a life-time on the Turf; a race won by 
Knapp’s jockeyship alone “’cause there was 
nothin’ wrong with Man o’ War’s race ’cept that 
I wouldn’t let Johnny Loftus through on the 
rail.” 

“There were seven horses in the Sanford,” said 
Knapp, champing on his inevitable black cigar, 
“with Man o’ War held at 11 to 20 odds, but when 
the field bounced away it was *Golden Broom 
settin’ the pace, with Upset on the outside just a 
neck away. Man o’ War didn’t make his bid till 
we hit the turn, and then he churned up along 
the rail till his head bobbed into the corner of 
my eye. There he was, tossin’ those 28-foot 
strides of his an’ tryin’ to squeeze through on the 
inside of *Golden Broom and Upset. 

“If I’d given so much as an inch the race 
would’ve been as good as over, but jockeys don’t 
ride that way. I could have breezed past *Golden 
Broom any time I took my feet out of the dash- 
board, but that would also have let Man o’ War 
out of his mouse-trap and he’d have whooshed 
past us in half a dozen strides. 

“When Johnny Loftus, ridin’ Man o’ War, saw 
we weren't goin’ to open up, there was only one 
thing left for him to do. He pulled up sharply 
and ducked to the outside. That’s what I’d been 
waitin’ for. That same moment I gunned Upset 
with my bat and galloped to the top in a pair 
of jumps. Man o’ War then had to come out 
around the two of us, and it cost him all o’ two 
lengths. From there to the finish he was chargin’ 
again like a jet plane but Upset had just enough 
left to push his head down in front.” 

“Then you think,” spoke up Donn, “Man o’ War 
was the best horse that afternoon?” 

“And every other afternoon, too,’ answered 
Knapp. “Just take a gander at the records— 
Upset never beat him again. ‘Big Red’ came back 
to win the Hopeful, the Futurity, the Grand 
Union and 20 outa 21 races in all, with Upset 
never again close enough to smell his dust. 

“Sure, I win the race all right—it was the big- 
gest thrill o’ my life—but lookin’ back at it now 


there’s sure one horse which shoulda retired un- 
defeated. Never was a colt like him! He could 


do anything—and do it better than any horse that 
ever lived. If I’d moved over just an eyelash 
that day at Saratoga he’d have beat me from 
here to Jaloppy. Sometimes I’m sorry I didn’t 
do it!”

French Races Open to the World Jockey Nick Wall, who suffered a crushed chest,

For many years, while French owners spinal injuries in a spill on October 29 at Bay 


made a regular practice of sending out raid- 
ing parties in efforts to capture the best Eng- 
lish races, French racing, in the main, has 
remained closed to English and other foreign- 
bred stock. This season, at their first oppor- 
tunity since the war, the French owners re- 
sumed their old raiding practices on a scale 
never before attempted, and with unpreced- 
ented success. 

The English continued to welcome their con- 
querors with warm cordiality, and raised not 
the slightest objection to the unilateral in- 
vasion privileges. 

Racing authorities in France now have 
taken the initiative in correcting the situa- 
tion. Acting on the advice of a special sub- 
committee, the Societe d’Encouragement pour 
VvAmelioration des Races des Chevaux en 
France has announced the decision, already 
effective, to open all races to horses foaled 
abroad, “with the exception of a small num- 
ber of races which remain reserved for 
French Breeders.” Thus racing privileges in 
France are now open to the horses of other 
countries, providing the horses are registered 
in the stud book of the country of their origin. 


Meadows, appeared early this week to have an 
even-money chance of recovering as more encour- 
aging reports on his condition began to emanate 
from Mills Memorial Hospital at San Mateo, 
Calif.

The W. P. Burch Memorial Handicap was being 
raced at Bowie for the first time since Doublrab 
won it in 1942. It had been moved to Pimlico 
from the home grounds in 19438, and was raced at 
Laurel Park in 1944; in 1945 it was not run. 

Original topweight of the field was True North, 
and at post time he was on hand to concede weight 
to each of his opponents, from six pounds re- 
ceived by New Moon to 18 pounds given the 3- 
year-old Late Time.

New Moon 
was third by six lengths. 

The winner’s time of 1:1145 was a new stakes 
record, eclipsing the previous mark of 1:12 shared 
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by Honey Cloud, Doublrab, and Cape Cod. How- 
ever, it was 11% seconds slower than Greenock’s 
track record of 1:10%5, which has stood up since 
1929. 

Though Preston Burch has been a successful 
horseman for many years, it was the first time he 
had won the W. P. Burch Memorial Handicap, 
named for his late father, a noted trainer. 

True North was winning his second stakes of 
the year, having taken the Interborough Handi- 
cap at Jamaica in October. Also this year he 
was second in the Camden, Fall Highweight, and 
Janney Handicaps. On the year he has won five 
races and finished second four times in 13 starts, 
earned $41,759. In five seasons of racing he has 
started 49 times, won 19 races, finished second 
ten times, and third four times, earned $95,220, 
For his pedigree and family notes, see THE BLoop- 
HorsE of November 2, page 1109.

early in the year, the *Bull Dog colt Boss was 
in the course of a comeback after having been in 
retirement since last November. 

After a short campaign last year in which he 
won three races from five starts, the colt was not 
entered in a race again until this September. 
After finishing fifth to Blue Falcon in his first 
effort, he beat Music, Menever, and Alamond in 
a Class D allowance affair at Belmont Park, ran 
last in the Roamer Handicap, then hit his stride 
to win three straight, the last of which was the 
Prince George, his first stakes victory. 

In the Prince George the lead was taken by 
New Moon, which rarely tackles distances beyond 
six furlongs. The Straus entry took the obvious 
course of moving immediately to the top, with 
Boss lying second. New Moon’s speed carried 
him to the eighth-pole, where the advantage he 
had gained in the early furlongs began to fade 
and Boss passed him, drawing away by 1% 
lengths. The South American *Respingo, winner 
of the Thomas K. Lynch Memorial Handicap of 
the previous Saturday, came from fifth place to 
pass New Moon. 

The victory was the second stakes won by the 
Brookmeade Stable of the three raced during the 
Bowie meeting to date, and was the third con- 
secutive stakes triumph at Bowie for Jockey Job 
Jessop, who also was riding his third consecutive 
winner of the afternoon. He had ridden *Res- 
pingo in the Lynch Memorial. In the Prince 
George *Respingo was ridden by Reggie Root.

At Longacres, during the late summer, the big 
gelding Hank H. won the $5,000 overnight Wash- 
ington Championship Handicap at 1446 miles, but 
was outshone in performance by his contempor- 
aries Amble In and Little Rollo. The former at- 
tracted national attention by winnjng the Long- 
acres Mile in 1:35, a new track record which 
equaled Armed’s new track record at Washing- 
ton Park set in the Sheridan Handicap a few 
weeks previously. Hank H. had finished eighth in 
this race under 98 pounds, compared with Amble 
In’s 111. 

In the Longacres Derby, at 1% miles, Little 
Rollo beat Amble In two lengths, and on Septem- 
ber 2, the day after Hank H. won the overnight 
handicap mentioned above, Little Rollo won the 
Governor’s Handicap, also at 1%. miles, in 
1:434%5, which was 1% seconds faster than Hank 
H.’s race the previous day. 

But since the opening of the Bay Meadows 
meeting, Hank H. had become the top horse of 
the trio by two consecutive wins in six-furlong 
dashes in very fast time. He therefore was the 
13-to-10 favorite for the fourth running of the 
Peter Clark Handicap, while Amble In was made 
second choice, Little Rollo third choice.

The Slump in New York 


Pari-mutuel betting at New York tracks dur- 
ing the 189-day season just completed totaled 
$400,267,097, a slump of about $50,000,000 under 
1945, when the racing season covered 154 days. 
The daily average for 1946 was $2,117,815 
against $2,926,384 for last year. For 190 days 
in 1944 it averaged $2,170,531. 

Attendance this year totaled 4,838,888, against 
4,623,123 in 35 fewer days last year. 

One of the sharpest drops in the pari-mutuel 
handle was at the Empire-at-Jamaica fall meet- 
ing. In 1945, during 12 days, the total handle 
was $35,397,960, average $2,949,830. This year, 
over a 12-day span, the total was $28,811,642, 
average $2,400,970.

There were plenty of vacant seats at Friday 
night’s sale, but there also was a fair abundance 
of money, one of the yearlings selling for $26,000, 
and five others bringing between $5,000 and 
$10,000.

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SCHOOL FOR 'CHASE RIDERS 


N effort to find and make new steeplechase 
riders is being undertaken this winter at 
Aiken, S. C., where Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark, 
assisted by others interested in the sport, is es- 
tablishing a school for boys in which they are to 
be taught riding, the background of the sport, and 
the background of the care and training of Thor- 
oughbreds. 

Boys between 18 and 21 who weigh 130 pounds 
or less—heavier, of course, than flat race jockey 
aspirants—will be housed and fed, and their trans- 
portation to Aiken paid. They will receive $20 
a month as spending money, though they will not 
receive any salary until they have reached the 
point where they can take on jobs as riders. 

J. V. H. (Bobby) Davis, one of the best-known 
amateur riders of the past fifteen years, who has 
ridden hundreds of races over brush and timber, 
has trained, and who knows most ends of the 
sport, is in charge of the school and will be the 
chief teacher. In addition to the actual practical 
instruction, Mr. Davis is using a series of motion 
pictures on various angles of Thoroughbred work, 
and the youngsters also will be given lectures on 
animal husbandry, the idea being to give them as 
rounded an education in the sport as possible. 

Aiken, of course, is one of the horse centers 
of the country and is the place where the late 
Thomas Hitchcock bred and raised his famous 
stable of jumpers. It is the hope of the sponsors 
that the school will provide at least five or six 
graduates with the promise and ability to join 
stables as they head north in the spring. 

Mrs. Clark owns one of the most famous 
steeplechase stables in the country, but she stress- 
ed, in making the announcement of the school, 
that it was for the benefit of the sport as a whole, 
and that none of the students would be appren- 
ticed or committed in any way through their at- 
tendance. : 

S. A. Warner Baltazzi, former owner, is super- 
vising the school, and interested persons should 
write to him at Aiken.

The other is best known to Turf 
regulars as the man who picked up Exterminator 
for the proverbial song on the eve of a Kentucky 
Derby, winning the classic and going on to make 
him one of the greatest geldings in history. He 
also conditioned many other stakes winners. 

Sam Nuckols has handled a steward’s chore at 
major tracks, East and West, for more than a 
couple of decades. 

Hollis Rinehart is the junior of the stewards’ 
stand in the matter of service, only taking up 
these duties in recent seasons, after a bit of 
schooling in the North. 

Francis P. Dunne, racing secretary and handi- 
capper once more, was a pupil of Jack Campbell, 
who fills that job on the New York tracks. Dunne 
was schooled thoroughly by his mentor, as the 
many assignments he has filled well will attest. 
In addition to his Tropical Park duties he also 
serves as New York Racing Commission steward. 
His right hand man is W. R. (Duke) Dahlstrom, 
who carries on as racing secretary and steward 
on the Chicago circuit. 

Two men who serve on Eastern tracks—Al Nun 
and Jimmy Ross—with one westerner—Tommy 
Steele—make up the placing judge trio, while the 
three patrol judges are from northern racing 
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centers. George Hyland is busy in New York 
during the summer season, Jimmy Butwell, for- 
mer crack rider, is active in New England, with 
Tom Brown doing his tasks in the mid-West.

The Calumet "Boys" 


It takes a lot of grooms, hot-walkers and other 
stable hands to keep the string of 30 Calumet 
Farm horses now stabled at the Maryland Jockey 
Club Course at Pimlico. Trainer Ben Jones and 
his son, H. A. (Jimmy) Jones say that like all 
other trainers they have to take plenty of green 
men these days but they do have some reliable 
“old” boys to lean on. 

The “boys” of the Calumet string have worked 
for Ben Jones for as long as a quarter of a cen- 
tury. Jake Hizer, the stable foreman, has been 
with Jones 25 years, or since he had his own rac- 
ing stable, and through his days with Woolford 
Farm, owned by Herbert M. Woolf. Like the 
Joneses, Jake is from Missouri, though he has 
had to be an itinerant following Ben through a 
brilliant training career. 

The “old boy” best known to race fans is Pinky, 
who exercised the mighty Whirlaway and ponied 
the long-tailed champion in all his races. Pinky 
has been with Ben Jones for 15 years and in all 
that time has never answered to his full name, 
Albert Edward Brown. A good boy on the back 
of a horse, Pinky keeps a close secret on his age 
but it is rumored that he will never again see a 
fiftieth birthday. 

Even if Pinky is fifty plus he is a youngster 
compared to Thomas Jefferson, Jr., a genial, smil- 
ing, colored exercise boy with the Calumet. Jeff 
is 71 and still going strong. He, however, is a 
newcomer with Ben Jones, since he has been on 
the payroll only three years. 

“Slow” is one of Ben Jones’ really old em- 
ployees. He has been with the Joneses, father 
and son, for 22 years, and is famous around all 
race tracks as “Slow and Easy,” the way he takes 
life no matter what stakes is coming up or what 
great Thoroughbred is around the barn. On the 
payroll, “Slow” is checked off by his real name, 
Charles Martin.

Illinois Tracks Request Dates
